An international gang of jewel thieves 
reported to be directly responsible for 
the disappearance of a million’ dollar 
consignment of diamonds to Hongkong, 
thas been smashed. 


This was revealed by the man 
responsible for smashing the 
gang. 

He is Mr T. B. Miller, of ‘a 
London firm of Assessors, who 
has just returned after carrying 
out an investigation into thefts 
of diamonds valued of over 
£100,000 from freight carried 
by Boac'and Pan “American 
alreraft. 

With him Mr Miller brought 
back £80,000 of recovered 
Jewels. His inquiries have re- 
sulted In the recovery of jewels 
and other property valued aot 
hundreds of pounds sterling.
